He did 
this in calling out National Guard 
troops to halt integration and-or 
preserve order at Little Rock Cen­ 
tral High School. 
McCarthy, on the other hand, 
was usually one to act first and 
weigh the consequences later. He 
would rush in where Faubus might 
fear to tread. 
Their basic common ground ap 
pears to be this: 
A conviction on the part of each 
man that he—rather than the gen­ 
erally accepted processes of law 
and order—had the solution to a 
problem of headline-making pro­ 
portions. 
With McCarthy the problem was 
communism. His argument • was 
that he, or his Senate committee, 
alone had the full power and au­ 
thority to cope with Red subver­ 
sion. Time and again McCarthy 
and his aides said even the FBI 
couldn’t do the job alone. 
Faubus’ target is school integra­ 
tion—or. as he puts it, “ overnight” 
integration. 
The authorities in Little Rock 
thought

When Congress lowered the age to 62 years 
far ’working women or wives of pensioners it 
was anticipated that 740,000 women would be 
the maximum number.

Lfc^pite all evidence to the contrary, Social 
Spcfirity officials still talk of utimateiy having 
a- Huge trust fund that will pay a major share 
of the costs out of investment income. 
If Congress passes the hopper full of bills 
which were introduced at this session it will 
takfc the hat trick of the century to keep Social 
Security from going bankrupt. 
The trouble all stems from politicians in both 
parties trying to stretch Social Security too fast 
in the headlong race to win votes.

But this writer recalls see­ 
ing him at Providence, R. I., aft­ 
er his recent meeting with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, standing in the 
glare of newsreel lights with very 
much the expression McCarthy 
used to wear when the cameras 
wer* aimed at him.

Unknown- 
outside his state a few weeks ago, 
he may continue as a national 
figure.

To Pay or Not to Pay 
T^e Federal Communications Commission has 
filially gone far enough out on a limb to agree 
to Consider authorizing trial runs of “ pay tele­ 
vision’’ sometime next year. 
While this is about as hedged as a decision 
can be, it nevertheless represents a consider­ 
able advance for the controversial proposal to 
cfcapge TV fans for special programs. The FCC 
h is’put off action for three years hoping Con­ 
gress would set the policy. It concluded some­ 
thing had to be done after Congress passed the 
buck to it again in 1967. 
Pleny of television viewers themselves view 
tlie idea with suspicion. They fear the system 
wpuld deprive them, if they did not pay the toll, 
of some programs they now get free. 
And even the backers of the plan have taken 
cognizance of the opposition. Believing that such 
rim es as “ Pay TV’” and “ Toll TV” are much 
top crass, they have come out in favor of the 
nScer sounding label of “ Subscription Tele­ 
vision.” But it still adds up to the same bill.

NEW YORK iff)—Belt tightening 
in times of conspicuous prosperi­ 
ty is a hard program to sell But 
inflation has so upset the balance 
of world currencies and trade that 
some nations are trying today to 
get their people to stop living it 
up. 
Queen Juliana is warning the 
people of the Netherlands they 
are living beyond their means. 
England is discussing the need of 
a partial return to postwar auster­ 
ity if the pound sterling is to be 
saved from further undermining. 
Finland is freezing all prices as 
an aftermath to devaluating its 
currency. France is calling for a 
meeting of all West European na­ 
tions to tackle the currency im­ 
balance problem—after mild at­ 
tempts to halt inflation within its 
own borders. 
And as usual, Europeans once 
again are blaming the dollar gap 
as a chief cause rather then the 
effect of their troubles. 
Even is this country, where the 
dollar stays high and firm in its 
relation to other currencies, price 
inflation pressures have led Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower to urge both 
to spend less and save more for 


terms of each other and of the 
U.S. dollar may be needed to solve 
the immediate problems of world 
trade and finance, many bank ob­ 
servers here doubt if any lasting 
solution to the inflation problem 
abroad—or even here—is 
going 
to be found short of Queen Juli­ 
ana’s advice: Belt tightening and 
living within one’s means. 
Hers is an old fashioned idea. 
Although it has been practiced 
with conspicuous success in W’est 
Germany, other European coun­ 
tries have been enjoying the plea­ 
sant glow of inflation while hop­ 
ing that somehow its fever chart 
wouldn’t rise.
